EDITOR'S  OBSERVATIONS 


The  S.P.P.N.  is  completing  its  eighth  year  as  is  the  Brasher  Bulletin.  During  those 
years  we  have  attempted  to  develop  a national  organization  devoted  to  the  study 
and  education  of  all  private  gold  coinage.  We  have  also  seen  the  market  swing  to 
a peak  a couple  of  years  ago  when  much  of  the  California  small  denomination  gold 
was  slabbed.  Recently  price  levels  have  settled  to  a more  reasonable  level  for  the 
collector  to  once  again  regain  eminence. 

As  we  start  out  ninth  year  I believe  it  is  time  to  evaluate  where  we  are  going  as  an 
organization.  Our  membership  is  static.  We  have  limited  attendance  at  national 
meetings  such  as  the  ANA  Summer  Convention.  I have  difficulty  getting  articles  to 
fill  three  issues  of  the  Brasher  Bulletin  a year.  The  same  small  group  of  members 
volunteer  for  the  organization.  There  is  much  that  could  be  done  to  increase 
membership  and  promote  the  Society  but  I have  limited  time  to  devote  to  such 
activities.  The  time  is  ripe  for  change.  We  can  continue  to  limp  along  as  we  have 
for  the  past  several  years  or  we  can  try  to  revitalize  the  organization.  I therefore 
will  entertain  recommendations,  criticisms,  and  ideas  from  the  membership  on  the 
above  topics. 

I am  also  looking  for  someone  to  take  over  the  editorship  of  the  Brasher  Bulletin  in 
1996.  I have  been  doing  this  job  since  1989.  I am  beginning  to  run  out  of  ideas 
and  the  issues  are  becoming  further  and  further  apart.  The  newsletter  needs 
someone  with  fresh  ideas,  a lot  of  energy,  and  an  interest  in  promoting  the 
Society.  We  need  to  get  back  on  track  with  four  issues  per  year.  This  requires 
actively  seeking  articles  and  requiring  people  to  meet  deadlines.  If  anyone  is 
interested  in  more  information  about  what  the  job  entails,  I will  be  happy  to  explain 
it  to  them. 

The  Society  would  like  more  members  to  come  forward  with  news,  notes,  articles, 
new  discoveries,  interesting  stories,  auction  results,  convention  news,  condition 
census  information,  or  other  related  stories  for  inclusion  in  the  Brasher  Bulletin. 

Only  through  your  efforts  will  we  achieve  our  goal  of  four  issues  per  year.  Please 
contact  the  editor  if  you  have  something  to  contribute  for  a future  issue.

NOTES  ON  SOME  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  VARIETIES

Recently  I acquired  a BG-1  1 1 6A,  PCGS  MS-60.  This  is  identical  to  the  very  rare 
BG-1  1 1 6,  except  the  reverse  lacks  the  star  at  the  top  of  the  wreath.  Careful 
examination  shows  no  sign  of  die  polishing  or  of  a clogged  die.  Apparently  1 1 1 6A 
was  made  first  before  the  California  Jewelry  Co.  added  the  star  to  the  die. 

PCGS  has  apparently  stopped  giving  "A"  numbers  to  coins  that  are  only  die 
polishing  varieties.  It  always  pays  to  carefully  check  PCGS  coins.  They  recently 
slabbed  a BG-413  as  a BG-410.  They  corrected  the  error,  however,  when  it  was 
pointed  out  to  them. 

Also  in  the  news  was  a BG-1 1 17A  ( Numismatic  News  pg.1,  7/4/95).  This  coin 
was  sold  in  Bowers  & Merena  Sale  of  August,  1995  (Lot  428).  Actually  this 
variety  was  discovered  in  Superior's  Sale  of  September,  1987  (Lot  4688)  where  it 
was  misattributed  as  BG-  1117.  The  catalogers  did  not  notice  that  the  obverse 
had  five-pointed  stars  rather  than  six-pointed  stars,  and  the  reverse  was  of  BG- 
1116. 

Also  in  the  news  was  an  example  of  BG-964  that  was  sold  in  the  Heritage  August, 
1994,  sale  (Lot  81  13)  where  an  interesting  obverse  die  clash  is  described. 

Another  BG-964  was  sold  in  Heritage's  August,  1995,  sale  (Lot  8184)  where  the 
identical  description  was  used,  but  the  coin  in  this  last  sale  lacked  the  described 
die  clash!  The  die  clash  is  particularly  significant  because  it  is  from  BG-924, 
showing  that  both  BG-964  and  BG-799Z  are  made  by  the  California  Jewelry  Co. 
Errors  often  occur  when  California  Small  Denomination  Gold  coins  are  cataloged  in 
wholesale  lots  of  several  coins  that  sometimes  include  great  rarities.  These  are 
often  overlooked  by  many  collectors  and  enable  the  astute  to  pick  up  great  rarities 
at  a bargain  price. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  remind  specialists  that  there  are  two  varieties  of  BS- 
1205,  one  struck  on  a thick  planchet  and  the  other  on  a thin  planchet.  Both  are 
full  strike  coins.  The  rarer  thin  planchet  is  0.55  mm  thick  and  weighs  0.7946 
grams.  The  thick  planchet  is  0.75  mm  thick  and  weighs  1.0415  grams.  The 
goofy  heads  are,  of  course,  struck  on  gold  plated  silver  planchets.  Both  varieties 
have  an  identical  specific  gravity  slightly  under  1 1 . The  fun  of  California  Small 
Denomination  gold  is  that  surprises  continue  to  appear.

THE  PCGS  POPULATION  REPORT 
and 

CALIFORNIA  SMALL  DENOMINATION  GOLD

The  Professional  Coin  Grading  Service  (P.C.G.S.)  Population  Report  provides 
interesting  information  for  collectors  of  California  small  denomination  gold.  The 
statistics  used  in  this  article  are  from  the  July  1995  report. 

While  many  of  use  decry  the  encapsulation  of  California  small  denomination  gold, 
the  information  provided  in  the  report  does  provide  additional  clues  as  to  the  rarity 
of  individual  varieties,  a clearer  estimation  of  the  total  population  and  a finer 
knowledge  of  rarity  by  grade.  It  is  important  to  recognize  that  the  more  common 
varieties  in  lower  grading  categories  are  not  submitted  to  P.C.G.S.  since  the  value 
of  the  coin  does  not  justify  the  cost  of  submission. 

In  the  last  several  years  when  a number  of  dealers  have  been  active  in  promoting 
California  small  denomination  gold  coins,  the  encapsulation  by  P.C.G.S.  has  risen 
to  a point  where  about  10,000  have  been  graded  and  encapsulated.  About  one- 
fourth  (2300)  have  been  Period  One  varieties  (1852-1856).  Based  on  the  fact  that 
a number  of  outstanding  older  collections,  lower  valued  and  graded  coins,  and 
damaged  coins  have  not  been  encapsulated,  a calculated  estimate  of  the  total 
California  small  denomination  coins  extant  would  be  somewhere  between  18,000 
and  20,000. 

Looking  at  the  population  report  on  individual  varieties  it  will  be  necessary  to  revise 
many  of  the  rarity  values  listed  in  Breen-Gillio.  In  most  cases  the  revision  will  be 
downward.  Many  of  the  rarity  8 or  8-  should  be  7 + or  7.  The  following  is  a 
sample  of  some  of  the  changes: 

218  (8-  to  7 + ),  222  (4  to  3),  227  (6+  to  5 + ),  303  (7  to  7 + ), 

304  (5  to  6),  308  (6-  to  5),  403  (8-  to  7 + ),  404  (8-  to  7 + ), 

41  1 (8-  to  7 + ),  418  (8-  to  7 + ),  424  (8  to  7 + ),  427  (8-  to  7 + ), 

431  (5+  to  6),  522  (8-  to  7 + ),  701  (7  to  6 + ),  706  (7-  to  6 + ), 

708  (6+  to  5 + ),  712  (6  to  5 + ),  715  (7+  to  7),  718  (7+  to  7). 

There  is  a long  list  of  varieties,  49  in  number,  including  those  discovered  and 
reported  since  the  1 983  publication  of  California  Pioneer  Fractional  Gold  by  Breen 
and  Gillio,  which  have  not  been  presented  to  P.C.G.S.  for  encapsulation.  Included 
in  this  group  are:  BG.103,  204A  (204-1308),  204B  (204-new),  204C  (204-206), 
208,  211,  213,  214W  (1308-1308),  214X  (new-1308),  216A  (Lee  1932, #27; 
Burnie  #38), 217,  217A,  231  (230-1  11),  305A  (new-305),  310,  402,  410,  411, 
412,  413,  419,  422  (422-423),  426,  506,  513,  516,  520  521,  529,  601,  604, 
606,  703,  703A  (107-703),  799E,  799G  (rev.'B'),  799P  (rev. 'A'),  831,  863,  873, 
904,  957A  (rev. 'A'),  1026A,  1101,  1111,  1 1 13,  and  1114. 


Most  of  the  above-mentioned  coins  are  unique  or  rarity  8 and  are  in  the  possession 
of  collectors  who  prefer  to  not  have  them  encapsulated.

Troposed  revision  of  rarity  ratings  California  Small  Venomination  Qold  since  the  publication  of  "Calif- 
omia  Tioneer  fractional  QolcC'  by  Breen-Qiltio  , September  1983, 

The  1995  rarity  ratings  are  based  upon  the  information  incfuded  in  'California  Tioneer  Jrractional  Qold, 
15  years  of  auction  catalogs  since  1980,  and  the  T.C.QS.  Topulation  Tcport,  July  1995. 

As  a general  guide  the  rarity  ratings  of  6 and  higher  are  based  on  the  assumption  that  60 % of  the  ex- 
isting population  have  been  presented  to  T.C.QS.  "Ratings  of  7 and  above  are  more  dependent  on  auction 
records,  known  private  collections  and  information  in  Breen-Qillio.  It  is  likely  that  variety  ratings  of  5 
and  less  with  gradings  under  '60'  have  not  been  presented  to  T.C.QS.  because  of  the  cost.  Therefore,  the 
percentage  presented  to  T.C.QS.  is  probably  50%  or  less. 

This  is  an  effort  to  update  and  more  accurately  assign  variety  rarity  ratings,  your  comments  will  be 
appreciated.
